Designing and dishonest men have 


been casting about for methods to defeat 
the new election law, One of these men 
who Is often qnoted by others of bis 
party as authority on certain features of 
the law, has been especially active in 
this direction. A trip to Indiana yielded 
the following bit ot information: The 
officer whose dnty.it is to furnish the 
tickets gives oat the official ballots lo 
the judgon. tsking their receipt for the 
exact number they receive, bat he can 
have as many printed as he desires. He 
Is not evon restrained by law from giving 
out tickets to other persons than judges, 
if he Is disposed to be dishonest; or sach 
a ticket might be secured trom the print 
ing office. Ia either ot these ways -m 
anscrupnlons person cnald oeoare a 
ticket perfect in every way except the 
initials of the judge. A person with 
aaoh a ticket in his possession and very 
ordinary ability BE a penman, oonld pre 
sent himself as a voter, secure a ticket 
from the judge properly marked and go 
into the booth to prepare his ballot. He 
takes the ticket he bos clandestinely re- 
ovived, and with the valid ticket to aid 
him he forges the Initials ol tbe judge 
upon it and votes it. He then retires 
with the valid ticket and is ready for 
bnsiness. lie bays n voter's vote, or 
seoarea it ia any other way for whatever 
purpose be desires it, and fixes tbe ticket 
he has brought out to suit, and the voter 
goes in to vote, fie also secures a ticket 
from the judge, repairs lo the booth, 
ostensibly to prepare his ticket, hides the 
one be got from the judge and votee the 
one that was marked for him on the out- 
fide; he takes oat the one he got from 
the judge as evidence tbat be kept bis 
contract. Tbe ticket be brought oat is 
uted for Ihe next voter, and so on act in- 
Jill Hum. 


la this way the object of the low can 


bo deteatcd and there woald be little 
ahnnce ot convicting any person who 
might be guilty ot complicity in such 
conspiracy, as the ballo'g are not num- 
bered when they are pat in the ballot 
box, and consequently that receptacle can 
yield no evidence against any man who 
mny be gailtr of an election 'rand under 
this law. 


Another scheme to defeat the will of 


the people is to hold tbat under the law 
the board should reject any ticket with a 
•mill corner torn off. It this impression 
can be established, Ihe way woald be 
open for designing election judges or 
olerks to remove nnobsenred small parti- 
cles from the ballots in counting them 
and thus defeat in some measure the 
will ot the voter.

to be on the alert for these things.

close watch will detect the latter aoheme, 
and a frequent changing of the judges

A DOCTOK'S TALK. 


How to Act in case of Sudden 


Illness—Dr. Brown's Views. 


Dr, Everett J. Brown, last night, at 


the rooms of the Young Men's Christian 
association, gave the second practical 
talk of the series, the subject being: 
'First Aid to the Injured." Dr. Brown) 
in a general way, gave valuable sugges- 
tions how to treat persons suddenly 
afflicted. In oases of accident a physi- 
cian should first be summoned, then the 
cool-headed person should loosen clothes, 
keep the extremities warm, administer 
warm drinks, bat be careful In giving 
whisky. Iu case of drowning, turn the 
subject fuOH downward, drain the water 
from chest and stomach, remove dirt nnd 
tnuil from mouth, pull out the tongue, 
and restore respiration if possible; keep 
up the work for at least two hours; act 
the Ettine way in cases of suffocation and 
strangulation. In cueoa of unconscious- 
ness the head should be lower than the 
feet, and water dashed in the fuoe. Seek 
fresh uir when a fainting 
spell ap- 


proaches. Secure a physician when there 
is injury to the brain, caused by a blow. 
Apoplexy, common to elderly people, is 
marked by enlargement of one pupil ot 
the eye. Symptoms ot the various forms 
ot the poisoning were given; opium pro- 
duces labored breathing and contracted 
pupils; strychnine, convulsions; nreenic, 
pains and vomiting; epilepsy causes the 
bead to fall book and blood generally 
forms about the mouth; in cases of hem- 
orrhage and sunstroke, proper care was 
suggested. 
In sunstroke cases, 
the 


perspiration ceases, and the temperature 
rises to 110. 
Reduce temperature by 


wrapping person in cold sheets and ap- 
plying ice to the head. 
A hot bath 


should be given freezing persons. 
Use 


bot water and soothing oil in cases of 
burns and scalds.

ANTI-THUOK 8TORB LAW. 


The Supreme Court Pronounces it 


Pnconstitlonal. 


State Journal: The anti-truck store 


law enacted by the last Legislature will 
hereafter be a dead letter. The Illinois 
supreme court has declared it unconsti- 
tutional. The court holds in substance 
that the Legislature has no right to pass 
B law that takes away the power of con. 
tract. It is also held that the anti-track 
law is class legislation, and is nnoonsti- 
tntion on that ground, if for no other 
reason. 


The case passed upon by the court waa 


ihat of Frorer et al. va. the People. 
Frorer and otters doing business undu 
ihe firm name of the Pana Goal Company, 
were charged with violating the law by 
weping a so-called "truck store." Tke 
aw makes it unlawful for any person, 
company, corporation or association en- 
gaged iu any mining or manufacturing 
business to be interested in any way in 
any truck store, "or controlling of any 
store, shop or scheme for the furnishing 
of supplies, tools, clothing provision ct 
groceries, to bis its to their employes 
while so engaged iu mining or manu- 
facturing." 


The opinion ot the court is by Judge 


Sobnfield. The court cays thnt judicial 
notice most be taken that employes in 
mines and manufactories include but a 
part ot those who are employed by oth- 
ers and who depend upon their daily 
nbor for subsistence, tor many thousands 
are engaged in making embankments for 
roads, in erecting and repairing buildings, 
n agriculture, in stores, etc., and in all 
ihese branches ot industry the employers 
and employes are unaffected by this 
statute. The court farther says: 


"It is, moreover, difficult to comprehend 


low there can possibly be anything in 
he relations between employer and em- 
ploye which renders it necessary to with- 
draw the power of contract as to tools, 
clothing, food, etc., and yet allows them 
>ower to contract in all other respects 
If there is capacity to contract for their 
payment of wages in money, why is there 
not capacity to contract for their pay- 
ment in something else? It there is 
capacity to contract with reference to 
the sale of real estate, or <.-' a horse, or a 
cow, household furniture, why is there 
not capacity to contract with reference 
.o the sale of olothiog and food ?" 


The court aleo saye: "It would seem 


quite clear that the enactment before us 
ms no reference to the comfort, the 
safety or the welfare of society, for it 
applies us well to a case where a poor 
man m want ot tools, clothing and food, 
without money and without credit, but 
able and desirous to labor, to obtain 
oolc, clothing and food, applies to the 
iperation ot a mine or a manufactory, 
who isjabln to, and, but for the prohibi- 
ion .of this law, willing to exchange 
hem on fair terms for the labor of him 
'ho nojus them, as to cases where there 


i the strongest probability that the em- 


ployer will, in such exchange, overreach 
and defraud the employe." 


The court farther says: "The act does 


not attempt to prevent extortion and 
rand by the operator ot the mine or 
manufactory otherwise 
than by the 


idroic treatment of withdrawing the 
tower ot contract. 
It proceeds upon 


.he principle that because a liberty may 
>e abused, the liberty itself should be 
withdrawn—a principle by the extension 
of which all liberty in the equalization of 
iroperty may be withdrawn from every 
citizen. * * * Theoretically there is 
no inferior class, other than that of those 
degraded by crime or other vicious in- 
dulgence of the passions, among our 
citizens, Those who are entitled to ex- 


rcise the elective franchise are deemed 
equals before the law, and it is not ad- 
missable to arbitrarily brand by statute 
one class ot them, without reference to 
and wholly irrespective of their actual 
good or bad behavior, aa too unscrnpn- 
one, and the other class as too imbecile, 
or timid or weak to evince their freedom 
n contracting which is allowed to all 
others." 


In conclusion the court says: "We 


ibinkjtbe sections under consideration 
are, for the foregoing reasons, plainly and 
palpably in conflict with our constita- 
>ion, and we must therefore hold that 
ibey are not law."

POINTS ON HOW TO VOTJS. 


Election Sonool for Judges and 


Clerks at the Court House. 


There waa another large crowd of elec- 


tion judges, olerks ana voters at the 
court house last night to exchange views 
on how to mark and count ballots under 
the new law, and to hear the remarks of 
tbe gentlemen called out to make puz- 
zling points plain. 
Supervisor May was 


the presiding officer, and it waa through 
hia management that a blackboard, bear- 
ing the names of the Republican and 
Democratic nominees for town offices, to 
be voted for next Tuesday, waa provided 
for the occasion. The circles and squares 
were on the board. Tbe chief purpose ot 
tbe school was to instruct tbe jndgee 
how to oonnt the ballots, and what should 
be done in passing judgment on tbe 
marks with special reference to votes cast 
for supervisors. Voters generally will 
probably 
mark the tickets properly. 


Most of them think they know how; bat 
when they get their tiokets at the pollinp 
place it will be tbe duty of tbe judges to 
personally give information when it is 
sought. In Deoatur township the judges 
ought to be well informed. Hon. W. F. 
Calhoun addressed the crowd at length 
and answered questions satisfactorily 
based on 
his interpretation ot the 


law. None to k exceptions to his 
answers. J. M. Gray and E. S. McDonald 
also addresed the audience, but they did 
not agree on points that had already 
been explained satisfactorily, and both 
gentlemen caused considerable merri 
ment, Mr. Gray offering to back his 
opinions by a wager of coin of the realm. 


Major J. G. Badenhanaen offered the 


following whiob was adopted: 


Resolved, That we recommend to the 


voters of Deoatur that if they want to 
vote a straight ticket they put a cross in 
the circle only. If they deuire to vote a 
mixed ticket they do not mark tbe circle, 
but mark the square in front of the name 
of each ot the candidates for whom they 
wish to vote. 


Polls were opened and votes were re- 


ceived by Dr. H. 0. Johns, J, G. Baden, 
huusen and L. P. Graham as Judges, I, 
W. Ehrman, R. P. Lytle end W. B. 
Bramble serving as olerks. 
There were 


about six defective ballots in the fifty 
that were cast. The errors were pointed 
out, and in this way there was a practical 
demonstration of how mistakes can be 
made. The best way for a voter to do is to 
obey the resolution given above.
